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‘WILL OPPOSE SALE 
OF PROVIDENT LIFE 


Supt. Kelsey Will Try to Delay 
Transfer to Inter-South- 
ern Company. 


TWELVE STATES INTERESTED 


Intending Purchaser Is Not Allowed to 
Write Business in New York—Col- 
orado Official Censures Action. 


Prominent policy holders of the Provi- 
dent Savings Life Assurance Society here 
and in Colorado are organizing to prevent 
the proposed transfer of the stock control 
of that much buffeted institution from 
the banks to which E. R. and O. F. 


Thomas forfeited the majority shares on 
the foreclosure of loans to the Inter- 

Southern Life Insurance Company of 
Kentucky, a small concern with head- 
quarters in Louisville. Negotiations look- 
ing to this transfer have been under way 
for some time between Royall Victor, of 
the law firm of Sullivan & Cromwell, and 
Cc. B. Langham, on behalf #f the Ken- 
tucky interests, and the deal was sched- 
uled to be closed to-day. 

But Supt. Kelsey of the New York In- 
surance Department has been moved to 
action by the representation made by the 
policy holders, and he will be in the city 
this morning to obtain: delay from the 
conferrees until the situation can be more 
thoroughly examined. 

In addition to the activities of Supt. 
Kelsey, E. E. Rittenhouse, the Insurance 
Commissioner of Colorado, who started 
the examination of the Provident Savings 
last year, resulting in orders that the 
gociety write no new business, is per- 
sonally interesting himself in the situa- 
tion, and will unquestionably be a mem- 
ber of the policy holders’ organization 
that is in process of formation. In ad- 
aftion to this the Insurance Commission- 
ers of at least twelve States are pre- 
paring to take a hand in the situation to 
safeguard the interests of the Provident 
Savings policy holders in their ewn terri. 
tory. 

Opposition to Transfer. 

So it is probable that if the lawyers 
who represent the banks which hold the 
Provident Life stock, and the Kentuck- 
fans undertake to push the matter to 4 
finish, they will find a pretty determined 
opposition. It is understood, however, 
that the attorneys have considerable po- 
litical backing, as a result of which press- 
ure may be brought to bear upon Supt. 
Kelsey to let the deal through. : 

It was made known yesterday that @ 
prominent up-State Republican whose 
name is being prominently mentioned as 
a candidate for Governor will receive a 
rich commission if the deal comes off, and 
the relations of this politician with Tim- 
othy L. Woodruff, who bought the Pro- 
vident Life ‘stock in 1905 and scold it to 
the Thomases, are such that Mr. Wood- 
ruff can be counted upon not to oppose 
any thing that his fellow-partisan may 
be concerned in. 

The primary basis of the fight against 
the transfer is the character of the com- 
pany by which it is proposed to have the 
stock acquired. The Inter-Southern Life 

Insurance Company is a small concern 
only a few years old, and has been re- 
fused admission to the State of New York 
by Supt. Kelsey within a year on the 
ground of general unsatisfactoty condi- 
tion. Besides this, 8: H. Wolfe, the 
consulting actuary who made the inves- 
tigation of the Provident Savings for 
the New York and Colorado departments 
last fall, examined the Inter-Southern Life 
for the Kentucky department about the 
same time, and found that the financial 
management of the concern was open to 
severe criticism, that its general condi- 
tion wes far from satisfactory, and that 
in the year preceding the cost of new 
business had exceeded the entiga premium 
income of the company. 


Policy Holders Informed. 


The policy holders of the Provident Sav- 
ings Life became aware of the impending 
deal through recently published reports 
to the effect that the control was about 
to be transferred to strong financial in- 
terests outside of New York, who would 
thoroughly overhaul the affairs of the 
company and place it on a sound basis. 
Upon inquiry it was learned that the 
“strong financial interests’’ constituted 
@ syndicate of men behind the Inter- 
Southern Company. The three banks con- 
cerned directly in the situation ware the 
Consolidated National, the Mechanics and 
Traders’, and the Metropolitan Trust 
Company, and when further light was 
sought statements were made that new 
financial sinews had been placed in the 
Inter-Southern Company, so that it was 
much strengthened. 

_ The policy holders, however, were not 
content with these assurances in the ab- 
sence of any direct evidence, and an ef- 
fort was made to obtain still more hght. 
It was learned that the banks’ holding 
of the insurance company’s stock, which 
was accepted as collateral for the Thomas 
loans at a valuation of $500 a share, is 
about to be sold at a valuation of ap- 
proximately $250 a share, which is vastly 
im excess of the estimates made of a cor 
rect valuation, considering that the com- 
pany is at present suffering from an im- 
pairment and is forbidden to write any 
more life insurance in the State of New 


ork. 

This apparently exorbitant price further 
alarmed the policy holders as to the mo- 
tives wring penis 2 move to get control 
of $9,000, of assets by paying dearly 
for $100,000 of stock.

BIG PYTHON STARTS A PANIC. 


Monster Escapes In a Park and Gives 
Crowd a Bad Scare.

BELLEVILLE, N. J., Aug. 2,—The 
monster East Indian python which ar- 
rived in New York last week and was 
said to be the largest reptile ever brought 
into this country escaped as it was being 
transferred from a box to a pit at Hill- 
side Park last night and created conster- 
nation among a large crowd. The rep- 
tile, which measures more than thirty-six 
feet from tip of tail to nose and weighs 
about 400 pounds, did not enjoy its lib- 
erty long, however, as a squad of attend- 
ants, policemen; and volunteers recap- 
tured it before it had got far from the 
pit. 

The snake was not taken without a 
struggle, however, and it is believed that 
it would have escaped into the marshes 
near by had it not been for the skill of 
J. C. La Breque, an animal trainer, and 
Frank Gleason, formerly of the Bronx 
Zoo, who threw a bag over the reptile’s 
head. While they held it down by the 
head Policemen Gorham, Gilman, Han- 
nan, and Graham grabbed hold of the 
hody and carried the writhing monster 
back to the pit. 

During the battle with the snake wo- 
men and children ran sareaming about 
the park. The sight of the monster toss- 
ing men around sent several of them into 
hysterics. When Gleason first approached 
the snake after its escape it struck at 
him with its head, and, missing him, hit 
the canvas at the side of the pit and tore 
a@ large hole in it. 


RUSH ON TO VAN CORTLANDT. 


Broadway Subway Extension Takes 
Record Crowd Out to Park. 


Van Cortlandt Park promises to become 
the most popular resort of the Sunday in 
the Parks Club sincé the opening of the 
Subway extension. Yesterday, the first 
Sunday the Broadway extension has been 
in operation, several thousands arrived 
at the park, and all day long Van Cort- 
landt was.crowded. The new Subway 
branch lands passengers directly in front 
of the lower entrance to the park. 

All three baseball fields were used yes- 
terday, many of the amateur teams wait- 
ing around until one of the three was va- 
cated by the teams which arrived early. 
The golf course was well patronized also, 
and at times was somewhat too crowded 
for safety. Thousands of luncheon parties 
also visited the park. . 

In Central Park and Bronx Park the 
influx of visitors to Van Cortlandt Park 
was noticeable in the crowds. Although 
both Bronx Park and Central Park were 
somewhat crowded during the afternoon, 
there was not the numbers of last Sun- 
day, when the largest parks’ crowd of 
the year turned out. The weather con- 
ditions yesterday were ideal for outdoor 


fun. The suburbs were thronged all day, 
and the railroads and trolley lines had 
their hands full during the most of the 
day. The steamboat lines runni to 
nearby points were also taxed to their 
utmost.

To-day was an off day for the police 
anyhow, as, according to custom, Sunday 
means quiet in Saratoga, and except for 
a Salvation Army parade on Broadway, 
there was no real exictement here to-day. 
The clubhouses were closed, as were also 
the places of business, for the day, and 
the police were almost convincing when 
they declared they knew nothing of any 


gambling that might be going on. 

At the police station the clerk in 
charge of the desk spoke for the police 
force in_ the absence of Commissioner 
King. He said .that the police had no 
information that any gambling was going 
on, The clubhouses on Saturday night 
had very little business in spite of e 
fact»that in at least two of them the 
doorkeepers hardly went through the form 
of being doorkeepers. Almost any one not 
a native of Saratoga and looking to be of 
adult age was admitted.

AUTO HIT BY TRAIN; 
ONE DEAD, FIVE HURT 


Susquehanna & Western Passen- 
ger Engine Crashes Into Party 
at Bogota, N. J., Crossing. 


ENGINE HID BY LUMBER SHED 


And No Warning Signal Given—Dead 
Man, Donald Holmes, a Young 
Paterson Lawyer. 


One man was killed and five others 
badly injured early last evening when a 
large touring car in which they were 
riding was struck by a local west-bound 
passenger train at the Susquehanna & 
Western Railroad crossing at Bogota, N. 
J. Phe following are the dead and injured:

The auto party were heading for New 
York shortly before 8 o’clock when the 
accident occurred. The car was bounding 
down a slight grade toward the railroad 
crossing. A large lumber shed hid the 
train from view and it was almost on top 
of the track before some one shouted, 
‘My God, there is a train!” 

The auto was squarely on the west- 
bound track when the locomotive crashed 
into the machine and crushed it to pieces. 
The train quickly came to a stop, and the 
crew went to the assistance of the in- 
jured men and cleared the wreckage 
away. 

There was great excitement among the 
passengers on the train when they 
learned the cause of the delay. Many 
went to the head of the train, and several 
women fainted.’ It looked as though 
three of the auto party were dead, for 
they were unconscious and bleeding. 

Mr. Fernback hurried to Paterson short- 
ly after the accident. The others were 
taken to the Hackensack Hospital. Mr. 
Turner was the only one who could tell 
of the accident, and he was so dazed 
that he at first said it was the chauffeur 
who had been killed. This caused much 
confusion. -When Undertaker Ricardo re- 
turned to the hospital at 10 o’clock and 
described the clothes worn by the dead 
man in the morgue Turner said the dead 
man was Donald Holmes. 

“I simply cannot tell how this thing 
happéned,” said Turner to a Timms re- 
porter. ‘It was all so sudden. We 
were chatting together when the crash 
came. 

“It was dark at the time, and. there 
was no warning signal at the crossing. 
There were houses near the railroad 
track, and no doubt the chauffeur did not 
see the approaching train.” 

Dr. Swayzee, Dr. White, and Dr. Mac- 
Donald hurried to the hospital as soon 
as they learned of the accident and gave 
prompt medical attention to the injured 
men. Grave doubts are entertained as to 
the recovery of Shaw, the chauffeur. Dr. 
Curtis also is in a precarious condition. 
He is one of Paterson's leading physicians, 
and is a brother of Dr. R. M. Curtis of 
that city. ’ 

The party left the North Jersey Country 
Club at about 8 o'clock. ; 

Tho crossing at Bogota, where the fatal 
accident occurred, has long been known as 
one of the most dangerous in that section. 

The men in the auto had been playing 
golf at the North Jersey Country Club 
during the afternoon. They then had 
supper, after which an at‘o ride was sug- 
gested. Lawyer Holmes did not want to 
gO. 

“T don’t feel just right about going for 
a ride,”’ he said. 

When news of his death reached the 
Country Club his friends recalled his 
words just before leaving, and they won- 
dered if it was a premonition he was la- 
boring under. 

Lawyer Holmes was about 28 years\old, 
and single. He was a son of William J. 
Holmes, who up to the time of his death 
was in charge of the Eastern Division of 
the Western Union Telegraph service.

She did 
not appoint arbitrators or order out 
O'Neill. 

She simply paid the strikers to resume, 
and paid them well. The Longworth 
party went to the Yellow Stone Park from 
the Denver Convention. They found the 
park crowded with tourists and the hotel 
servants so overworked that there were 
many mutterings of revolt. 

At last the revolt came and the ser- 
vants went out on strike, utterly refusing 
to cook a meal, make a bed, or wait on a 
table. This is where the Roosevelt big 
stick came into play. The proprietor 
pleaded and threatened, but there was no 
ylelding. Then Mrs. Longworth took a 
hand. She went to the proprietor and 
said: 

“I think if you ask the girls to go back 
to work as @ personal favor to me they’ll 
do it. And, besides, I'll give them $5 
each a day while we are here.” 

The help went back, and Mr. Long- 
worth fioted the bills. / 


NEW SQUADRON TO BE FORMED 


Rear Admiral Arnold to Command 
Fleet on the Eastern Seaboard.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 2.—As soon as 
enough ships can be made ready the new 
squadron of the Atlantic Fleet, compos- 
ing the fighting ships now on the Eastern 
seaboard and several about to be placed 
in commission, will be organized under 
the command of Rear Admiral Conway H. 
Arnold, The battleship Iowa will carry 
the Admiral’s flag when the squadron 
gathers for target practice off Province- 
town, Mass. 

After the target practice, Admiral 
Arnold’s squadron will meet the return- 
ing squadrons now on their way around 
the world and escort them into New 
York Harbor. The new squadron will 
include the battleships New Hampshire, 
Idaho, Mississippi, Iowa; the armored 
cruisers Montana and North Carolina, and 
the battleships Indiana and Massachu- 
setts, if they are ready in time. 


FLEET ON. SAMOA’S COAST. 


People of Tutuila Island Have Excel- 
lent View of Our Ships, 


SUVA, Fiji Islands, Aug: 2.—The United 
States Atlantic fleet at 8 P. M. Saturday 
was in latitude 15.48 south, longitude 172.4 
west, being distant from Auckland, New 
Zealand, 1,500 miles. At’ 6:30 o’clock in 
the’morning the fleet changed its forma- 
tion from line of squadron to _ single 
column, and at 7 o’clock passed the east- 
ern end of Tutuila Island, Samoa, and 
steamed close in along the coast, giving 


the people of the island an excellent view 
of the ships. 

The station ship Annapolis, under way, 
withits officers and their families aboard, 
passed close to the fleet off Pago Pago. 
The usual honors were rendered. 

At 9 o’clock the fleet resumed its course 
for Auckland. in line of squadron forma- 
tion. It had reduced its speed to 9 
knots an hour. The hospital ship Relie 
stopped at Pago Pago for coal, and will 
follow the fleet to Auckland. The weather 
is fine, though hot. 

The collier Ajax arrived at Suva to-day. 


NEW HAMPSHIRE IN A GALE. 


Battleship, Returning from Quebec, 
Also Ran Through a Dense Fog.

NEWPORT, R. I., Aug. 2.—The battle- 
ship New Hampshire, Capt. Cameron 
McRae Winslow, flying the flag of 
Rear Admiral William 8. Cowes, re- 
turned this afternoon rrom Quebec, where 
the shfp took part at the tercentenary. 
The New Hampshire started homeward 
at 6 o'clock Wednesday morning last, 
covering 1,200 miles, steaming 12 knots 
gn hour. 

From the time the New Hampshire 
started home until Saturday night she 
was running through dense fog, which 
kept the commanding officer on the 
bridge constantly. While about 150 miles 
off Nantucket Shoals Lightship Saturday 
night, the New Hampshire ran into a se- 
vere gale with a rough sea, and later the 
rain fell in torrents. This change of 
wind relieved the danger of the fog, 
which disappeared, but the wind and 
rough sea took its place. At 8 o’clock 


this morning the gale was at its height, 
but the big battleship-behaved s lendidly. 

Admiral Cowles, who reach the re- 
tirement list on Aug. 1, will return to 
the Bureau of Equipment at the Navy 
Department to-morrow or ‘Wednesday. 
The New a gs ay sails Wednesday for 
Portsmouth, N. H., for her silver service. 


TARGET PRACTICE UNDER SEA, 


New Periscopes Add Greatly to Value 
of the Submarine.

NEWPORT, R. I., Aug. 2.—The second 
submarine flotilla, consisting of the Oc- 
topus, Tarantula, Viper, and Cuttlefish, 
under the command of Lieut. Charles E. 
Courtney, has been smashing target rec- 
ords from twenty to fifty feet under the 
sea in Gardiner’s Bay. The new pert- 
scopes have been used to excellent ad- 
vantage by the helmsmen, and the new 
additions, it is said, have advanced the 
value of submarines largely. 

Under the sea the submarines have been 
firing with Whitehead torpedoes at from 
1,000 to 1,500 yards’ distance against tar- 
gets made of weven nets about sixty-five 
feet long. The submarines were run at 
full speed. When the submarines become 
attached to Commander Marsh’s training 
squadron more extensive drills, with both 
night and day attacks, will be held.

Unions Protest Against Soldiers Sa- 
bring Strikers at Vigneux—Several 
Papers Forced to Suspend. 


PARIS, Aug. 2.—The twenty-four-hour 
general strike with which the city is 
threatened to-morrow is the sole topic of 
conversation in Paris to-night. While 
there are no signs of panic such as pre- 
ceded the May Day manifestations of 1906, 
considerable anxiety and indignation pre- 
vail in the public mind. 

The press, almost without exception, 
reprehends the intolerable behavier of the 
revolutionary section of the general labor 
federation, and urges on the Government 
the suppression of ft as the only means of 
removing what it declares Is a growing 
menace to society. 

The authorities are confident they have 
the situation well in hand. In addition 
to the large police force of Paris the 
regular garrison numbers 25,000 men, and 
this force, it is held, is ample to assure 
order. The troops all have been confined 
to barracks so as to be available at a 
moment’s notice. The labor camp is con- 
vinced that it is about to treat the nation 
to a demonstration of its power such as 
seldom before has been seen. 

It is stated that the general labor fed- 
eration. has received the adhesion of 
unions affiliated with it affecting, it 1s 
estimated, 100,000 workers, including the 
car men, commercial travelers, silver- 
smiths, electricians, printers, day labor- 
ers, butchers, bakers, and hotel employes. 
Very few of the unions .efused to issue 
a strike order for to-m/sxrrow in compli- 
ance with the federation’s instructions. 

Early to-day bilistickers began to plac- 
ard walls with a most violent proclama- 
tion, which explained that to-morrow’s 
strike is in protest against the action of 
the Government in “ preparing an ambush 
and turning loose the soldiery, who, by 
charging and sabring, had stung the 
manifestants into replying, thus giving 
the troops an excuse to massacre. The 
authorities do not dare to announce the 
real number of workers assassinated at 
Vigneux. This crime cannot pass un- 
noticed, and the only reply possible is a 
twenty-four hour strike.” 

The police arrested the bill stickers, and 
then the manifesto was distributed in the 
form of handbills. 

The first signs this evening of the strike 
was when & number of printers did not 
put in an appearance at the newspaper 
offices. Several papers will entirely sus- 
pend publication’ toé-morrow morning. 
Others will come out in makeshift fash- 
fon. One or two were printed early in 
the afternoon in anticipation of trouble. 
One newspaper, profiting by the lesson of 
the electric strike in 1907, has placed a 
large automobile outside its door to sup- 
ply power to its machinery in case of 
emergency. 

The electric power company has sent 
a circular to the hotels, restaurants, and 
other places giving warning that its em- 
ployes are likely to cease work to-night 
or to-morrow, and advising that precau- 
tions be taken to protect themsetves. 

In the Vigneux district calm continued 
to-day, as the funerals of the victims of 
last week’s disorders were postponed. 
Nevertheless, the troops there remain un- 
der arms and patrol the countryside,

Church. Miss Ethel Roosevelt had pre- 
ceded. the family to church in order to 
teach her class of boys in the Sunday 
school. 

As the President was entering the 
church he espied, among those standing 
about, Warren 8S. Young, chief clerk of 
the Executive offices in Washington, who 
had just reached Oyster Bay to assist in 
the executive work here during the va-

The President greeted 
Mr. Young warmly and invited him to 
sit with his family during the services, 
which invitation Mr. vomne accepted.

Gale Sweeps Blaze Down Moune 
tain and Coal Mines May 
Be Destroyed. 


THOUSANDS ARE HOMELESS 


Rallroad Bridges Consumed—Laurier

Trains Rushed to Scene.

WINNIPEG, Manitoba, Aug. 2.—Forest 
fires which have been smoldering for 
the last month sprang into new life Sat» 
urday, wiped out the town of Fernie, 
B. C., where seventy-four people have 
been killed; destroyed Hosmer, and is now 
sweeping onward, threatening Olson, Spar- 
wood, Michel, and other towns in the 
coal-mining region. . 

Sir Wilfrid Laurier has been appealed 
to for assistance at Ottawa, while other 
appeals have been sent to this city. ‘i 

A stretch of country for 100 miles is 
now one sheet of flame, and just how 
much cost in life and property will be 
paid will take days to ascertain. ¢ 

The forest fires were not considered 
dangerous until a stiff wind started them 
going furiously on Saturday. It was then 
too late to check them, and the only res 
course the people in the path of the flames 
had was to run for the oper patches of 
country. . 

Flames Cross the Mountain. 


Saturday morning a heavy wind came 
up from the west and early in the after- 
noon the flames appeared over the crest 
of the mountains to the west of Fernie, 
They ran down the mountainside, and 
before a fire guard could be organized the 
town was ablaze. Within an hour the 
place was doomed and the inhabitants 
sought-safety in flight, leaving everything 
behind them. 

All night and this morning the exodus 
continued, the destination being a small 
prairie in the valley three miles south of 
the town. : 

At present 8,000 people are camped in 
the open, their only protection being shel+ 
ters built of brush or blankets, while a 
constant shower of sparks from the burn- 
ing area keeps falling through the pall of 
smoke which surrounds them. ' 

For a time communication with towns 
to the east was kept open, but with the ° 
burning of the bridges across the Elk 
River this was closed. Scattered through 


“| the valley are many small prairies, and 


all of these have their groups of refu- 
gees. The hills in all directions are masses 
of flames, cutting off every avenue of 
escape.

Fernie Practically Gone. 


In Fernie the only buildings which ree 
main are six small shacks on the bank 
of the Elk River, the offices of the Crow's :

R. and G. N. W. are gone, togethes : 
with all of the rolling, stock in the; 
yards, the sleeping car Osceola being 
the only one left. One hundred cars of 
coke, the property of the G. N. W., were 
burned, and the stock piles of coal and . 
coke, holding about half a million tons, 
are in flames. It is now feared that the 
fire may get into the mines themselves, 


This will Mean 
incalculable damage, as the whole of the 
valley is underlaid with coal. ?

BIG FIRE IN WINSTED, CONN. 


Property Valued at $80,000 Destroyed 
in Business Section of the Town.

WINS#FED, Conn., Aug. 2.—Incendairies 
to-day started a fire in the armory here 
which destroyed property valued at $80,- 
000 and endangered the lives 6f a score 
of people, who were taken from the third- 
story windows of Odd Fellows’ Building, a 
five-story brick structure opposite the 
armory on Main Street. Many persons 
had narrow escapes from falling walls. 

William Brennan, living on the fourth 
fioor of the building, west of the Odd 
Fellows’ Building, was aroused by the 
barking of a Boston terrier. His apart- 
ments were full of smoke, and after wak- 


ing nis family he gave the alarm to the 
other tenants. 

The whole roof of the big armory, which 
‘was a wooden structure, was a mass of 
flames. The fire spread to adjoining 
buildings and across the street to Od 
Fellows’ Building. Eighteen people were 
taken down the ladders from this building. 
Mrs. Lucy Eaton, living on the third- 
story of the Manchester Building, fought 
a fireman when he tried to get her out 
of the burning building. She declared she 
wouldn't leave till she got her silverware. 

Three thousand rounds of ammunition 
went off without hurting any one. The 
fire completely destroyed the armory. 
Odd Fellows’ Builting, the Manchester 
Building, and the residence of S. A. Har- 
man were partially destroyed. Blazing 
shingles from the armory ignited the roofs 
of a dozen houses some of whitch were a 
quarter mile from the fire. The stocks 
of five mérchants were completely con- 
sumed. Nine families lost everything they 
had. 


DUTCHESS COUNTY AROUSED. 


Proposed Destruction of Almont acer! 
Causes a Big Stir.

POUGHKEEPSIE, N. Y., Aug. 2.—In 
Northern Dutchess County, where most 
of the land along the Hudson River is 
controlled by magnates who vie with each 
other in the beauty of their estates, in- 
dignation has been aroused by the discov- 
ery that one of the Revolutionary prop- 
erties is to .be sacrificed to the commer- 
cial instinct.

LINCOLN, Neb., Aug. 2.—There has | 
been a great deal of discussion to-day re-| 
garding . Attorney General Bonaparte’s 
opinion delivered yesterday, holding it to 
be illegal for the National banks of Ok'a- 
homa to contribute toward the guarantee 
fund for the protection of depositors, or 
to avail themselves of the other provi- 
sions of the State Banking act, 

Prominent Democrats of Lincoln freely 
averred that, following so closely on (ths 
heels of the Standard Oil reversal in Chi- 
cago and the contempt cases against the 
labor leaders in Washington, the opinion 
of the Attorney General still further 
strengthened the Democratic Party in tha 
present campaign. 

Mr. Bryan himself gave expression to 
the effects that the opinion will have in 
th® coming elections. “It accentuates. the 
issue,” said he, “and emphasizes the 
necessity of legislation framed from the 
standpoint of the depositor rather than 
from the standpoint of the banker.” 

He would talk no more on the subject, 
but said that he would give it liberal 
treatment in his forthcoming speech at 
Topeka, Kan., some time during the pres- 
ent month. 

Mr. Bryan is still holding aloof from 
State political quarrels.

PHILADELPHIA, Aug. 2.—Ever since 
| this city went into partnership with the 
| Rapid Transit Company, and following 
the order of the Director of Police at that 
time, that persons injured by street cars 
should not be taken to certain prominent 
city hospitals, there has been trouble 
which is to come to a head in a few days 
through suits to be brought by William J. 
Bell, a prominent coal merchant, against 
the city and the Rapid Transit Company, 
as the result of the death of his aunt, 
who, he asserts, was a victim of this state 
of affairs. Mr. Bell asserts that his aunt, 
| Mrs. Catherina Bell, died asta result of 
cruel treatment and neglect after she had 
been run down by a street car. 
The story begins with the issuance of 
;} an order by the Philadelphia hospitais 
| that ambulance chasers of the local Rapid 


Transit Company should not be admitted 
to the bedside of the patient injured until 


deemed wise, at which order the com- 
pany’s agents demurred, It had been the 
custom when a person was injured and 
taken'to a hospital for an agent of the 
railway company to appear as soon as the 
patient was admitted and try to effect a 
settlement of damages or get a release 
from Hability. This, the hospital authori- 
ties asserted, interfered with the treat- 
ment of patients. 

As sgon as this order was issued the 
Director of Police issued an order to the 
J mo that no patient be taken to the 

efferson, Hahnemann, Presbyterian, 
Pennsylvania, and Medico-Chirurgical 
Hospitals, which are the leading medical 
institutions, because they had refused to 
let claim agents in. 

Mr. Bell’s aunt, it appears, was run 
over and crushed by a car on Forty-first 
Street at Baring Street. An ambulance 
of the Presbyterian Hospital arrived at 
the scene before a patrol wagon. Police- 
men, bound to obey the order issued by 
| Clay, refused to permit the dying woman 
{to be removed in the ambulance. They 
waited for the patrol wagon, which ar- 
rived ten minutes later. Meanwhile. the 
maeared woman remained beneath the car 
wheels, and the police would not allow 
the physicians and nurses who had come 
in the ambulance to treat her. Upon the 
arrival of the patrol wagon Mrs. Bell was 
removed to the University Hospital. To 
reach that Institution the patrol] had to 
pass by the Presbyterian Hospital and 
drive a mile further before the patient 
was placed in the care of the University 
Hospital physicians. 

Mr. Bell was indignant at the treatment 
accorded his aunt and annuonced yester- 
day that he would bring suit to de- 
termine the rights of a patient in the 
vremises. F 

“It is an outrage which has no equal,” 
he declared. ‘ For the sake of humanity 
I have planned to carry this case into 
court. do not need the money which 
may be obtained by a damage suit. But 
I do want it decided whether a man in 
charge of the safety of the public, as 
Director Clay is, can arbitrarily formulate 
rules which are criminal. 

“A greater wrong could not have beén 
committed. The patrol crew obeyed 
Clay’s orders, and insisted that my aunt 
be taken to the University Hospital, more 
than a mile distant, when the Presby- 
terian Hospital, to which she was a con- 
tributor, was only two squares away. I 
consider Clay’s order a crime against hu- 
manity. 

*““My aunt was greatly in need of imme- 
diate attention, and if she had received it 
her life might have been saved. But the 
police refused to allow Dr. Cooper and 
; the nurse in the Presbyterian Hospital to 
touch her, even stopping them from ad- 
ministering stimulants and bandaging the 
bleeding wounds. More than that, the 
| motorman, having run over her, refused 
}to move his ear back to free her body 
from the wheels. My aunt was compelled 
to rest on the ground, with the wheels 
still sinking into her flesh. I understand 
that motormen are ordered not to move 
their cars an inch after an accident has 
happened until the authorized ambulance 
attendants arrive.” 

The police who handled the case take 
the position that they were compelled to 
obey the orders of Director Clay. 

At several of the local hospitals yester- 
day it was said that it is customary to 
bar every one from the side of a seriously 
injured patient except members of the 
family, and even they are barred until 
the patient is considered out of imme- 
diate danger. Known ambulance chasers, 
or ageuts for claim companies, théey say, 
are never admitted.

Moving Picture Showman Used His 
Revolver in Demand for Money. 


Charged with having shot his former 
partner, August Bianchi of 100 Henry 
Street, Brooklyn, was arraigned yester- 
day in the Essex Market Court and held 
without bail by Magistrate Wahle, to 
await the result of injuries he inflicted on 
James Correlli of 20 East 100th Street. 

PoHcemen Korinsky and Lee said that 
Bianchi and Correlli were formerly asso- 
ciated in the ownership of a moving- 
picture show at 214 Bowery. Bianchi al- 
leges that he was defrauded out of $500 
by Correlli, who turned his part of the 
property over to his wife,. preventing 
Bianchi from getting his money.

According to Repre- 
j sentative Charles N. Fowler, Chairman of 
the House’s Banking and Currency Com- 
mittee, a National Business Men’s Pro- 
tectlve Association is to be formed, and 
hundreds of thousands of circulars are to 


be sent out for the purpose of combating 
the law. 

Either to-day or to-morrow, according 
to Representative Fowler, the New York 
Merchants’ Association alone will _ mail 
over 10,000 communications to banking 
and mercantile firms throughout the coun- 
try, pointing out the law’s alleged weak- 
ness and dangers, and suggesting that 
the leading industries of the Nation unite 
to radically amend the measure or repeal 
it. The same plan, according to Repre- 
sentative Fowler, will soon be adopted by 
the Boards of Trade of Philadelphia and 
Baltimore, and by hundreds of mercan- 
tile bodies which last Winter protested to 
the Banking and Currency Committee 
against the passage of the Aldrich bill. 

The communications will denounce the 
Aldrich-Vreeland compromise currency 
law as a legalization of a currency based 
on debt. They will advocate in its place 
a law sanctioning a currency based on 
the “consumable commodities of the 
country,” !n so far as those commodities 
are represented in the deposits, capital, 
and assets of the issuing bank. The cur- 
rency, they will suggest, should be pro- 
tected, not by deposits of bonds, stocks, 
and “other evidences of debt,"’ but by an 
adequate gold reserve. When sufficient 
replies to these communications have 
been received, and when the National 
business men’s protective association has 
been formed, resolutions to repeal or rad- 
ically amend the present Aldrich-Vree- 
land law will be presented in Congress. 

“There is to be a National organized 
movement to educate people as to their 
interests and rights in the matter of bank 
credits, and the battle has only just be- 
gun,” said Representative Fowler at his 
home in Elizcnbeth, N. J., yesterday. 
‘Farmers, manufacturers, merchants, 
and the business interests of the country 
in general are just beginning to realize 
that there is absolutely no difference be- 
tween a deposit subject to check and a 
banknote, and panes | both should be based 
upon the consumable commodities of the 
country, which are simply the farmer's, 
merchant's, and manufacturer's own pro- 
ductions. The banknote, like the check, 
should be protected by an adequate gold 
reserve, into which both are convertible. 

Referring to Senator Aldrich’s state- 
ment, last Friday, that the Jaw was suf- 
ficiently complete to ne only slight 
improvements, he said: 

“This statement on the part of Sena- 
| tor Aldrich of his | apna ge purpose 
} to fasten this iniquity upon the commerce 
' of the United States should arouse every 

laborer, farmer, or producer of any sort 
to.the danger of the situation. In the 
thousands on thousands of communica- 
tions received by the Banking and Cur- 
rency Committee in the last session uf 
Congress, _includin the resolutions of 
Boards of Trade, Chambers of Commerce, 
leading newspapers, and recognized econ- 
omists, not a score of men were found 
who did not condemn the Aldrich bill.” 


CURRENCY REFORM PLANS. 


City Bank Circular Outlines Matters 
Which the Commission Has Taken Up. 


In its monthly circular the National 
City Bank presents at length proposed 
changes jn the currency legislation by 
Congress,| and discloses the suggestions 
which have been made to the National 
Monetary Commission in session at Narra- 
}sansett. Among the changes contemplated 
are the following: 

“In the reports of condition of National 
banks as now published in newspapers 
after the calls made by the Controller for 
statements no mention has hitherto been 
required to be made showing the lIlabilities 
of officers and Directors to their own in- 
stitutions. It is proposed that the law be 
so amended as to require compulsory pub- 
lication of these items in the aggregate. 
|It has also been suggested that the law 
|be amended so that no loans to officers 
é6f National banks shall be made except 
upon written application to the Board of 
Directors, which application shall, before 


a loan be made, be approved by a majority 
of the board. 

‘Probably the most important part of 
|}the suggestions relate to an amendment 
of the law fixing a limit upon the amount 
of commercial paper of single or allied in- 
terests in which a bank may invest. Ex- 
perience has shown that more bank fail- 
ures have resulted from investments of 
this kind than from any other cause, It 
is proposed to amend the law so that in- 
vestments of the character indicated shall 
not be in excess of a given poreentnge of 
the total loans of a bank, the object be- 
ing to place a limit upon discounts of 
commercial paper emanating from a single 
source or from sources which are closely 
related. 

*“‘It.is also proposed to amend the law 
so as to permit of a direct consolidation 
of National banking institutions. At pres- 
ent, when two institutions are consoli- 
dated, it can only be accomplished by the 
liquidation of one or the other. It is also 
suggested that the law authorize reports 
of condition to the Controller in duplicate. 
It has been. found that. in the case of 
dishonest bankers the duplicate report 
kept in’ the files of the bank has been 
changed to correspond ‘to the actual con- 
dition of the bank, so the examiner is 
unable by comparison to discover the 
discrepancies.”’

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CADETS’ PUNISHMENT 
“PUZLES ARMY MEN 


Officers at West Point Doubtful 
of the Penalty to be In- 
flicted on the Hazers. 


FOURTH CLASS MEN RESIGN 


Cadets Leave the Academy Rather 
Than Submit to Hazing from 
Upper Classmen. 


President Roogevelt’s reinstatement of 
the eight West Point dets, whose dis- 
missal for hazing was approved by him 
several days ago, and reversed on Satur- 
day after a conference with Secretary of 
War Wright, continued to be the principal 
topic of discussion yesterday among army 
officers here. and others interested in 
army matters. 

A statement that appeared in some 
mewspapers, based presumably on @ con- 
versation with some participant in the 
Oyster Bay conference, which resulted in 
reinstating the cadets in West Point, to 
the effect that the board of which Lieut. 
Col. Howze was President, had found that 
the 1908 brand of hazing was a very mild 
affair and that no brutality had been in- 
dulged in, caused some comment. Instead 
of being so mild and inoffensive as some 
would have Jt appear, the actions of more 
than one of the eight that the West Point 
board recommended for dismissal was 
brutal, say army men who know the facts. 

There have been several resignations 
from the Fourth Class at West Point, and 
there is a suspicion that the resignations 
of one or two of those young men were 
due to the persuasive powers of upper 
classmen. It is gaid that several of the 
Fourth Classmen testified that they .were 
given to understand that unless they sub- 
mitted to hazing they would have to send 
in their resignations. There is no reason 
to believe, however, that any of the eight 
young meén reinstated by President 
Roosevelt figured in such proceedings. 

Secretary Loeb’s statement that the 
President had gone over the head of 
Secretary Wright and affirmed the order 
dismissipg the cadets for the purpose of 
_ freightening them, and that he had in- 
tended to reinstate them from the begin- 
ning, was received with smiles by the in- 


itiated. Th wondered if the President 
had been only “ frightening” the cadets 
when he publicly reprimanded them for 
going to Secre Wright after Col. 
cott had ordered them to their homes, 
an act that was described at re 
Hill as “ insubordination.” 

Up at West Point yesterday the cadets 
h all heard about the Oyster Bay de- 
cision, but the news did not create any 
demonstration. It was said that, contrary 
to the general impression, a large num- 
ber of the cadets are thoroughly out of 
sympathy with the elght who were dis- 


missed. 

panonn he cadets in the first class it 
was said that the reinstated cadets had 
few sympathizers, and that the youn 
men who are soon to be commissione 


officers considered that the first class-/ 


men who participated in the hazing had 
lowered the dignity with which seniors 
in the academy are supposed to conduct 
themselves. 

The reinstated cadets are expected to 
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reach West Point to-day, and among 
army offiters there is_much s ulation 
as to the course that Col. Scott vill fol- 
low. Secret: Wright said the authori- 
ties at West Point would be expected to 
mete out the proper. punishmont when the 
cadets reported for reinstatement. As 
Congress has fixed the punishment for 
hazing at dismissal, what form this 
‘proper punishment” ordered by Presi- 
dent Roosevelt and Secretary Wright 
will take is a conundrum. 


SOLVING THE BONFIRE CRIME. 


One Prisoner Identified by His Cousin 
—Knew Woman Now Missing. 


Central Office detectives who are aid- 
ing the police of Greenpoint in trying to 
clear up the mystery surrounding the 
finding of the charred body of a woman 
in the dumping ground at Greenpoint 
Avenue and Humboldt Street last Wednes- 
day, are looking for Stanley Moskovitcn, 
who has been missing from his home, 197 
Dupont Street, Greenpoint, since Monday 
last. His wife, Minnie, dissappeared sev- 
eral days before that. Relatives of the 
missing woman firmly believe that the 
dead woman is Mrs, Moskovitch. Mrs. 
Dziembroski of 886 Oakland Street was 
among the first to tell the police that 
she believed that the charred body, from 
the description given, was that of Mrs. 
Moskovitch. 

Yesterday Detective Mooney of the 
Greenpoint station accompanied Mrs, 
Dzfembroski and her husband, William, to 
Raymond Street jail to see if they could 
identify the two men, Julian Kusinski 
and Malenty Boskowoski, who were found 
prowling on the dumping ground. Mrs. 
Dziembroski had .told the police from the 
description furnished she felt sure that 
Kusinski was her husband's cousin. Kus- 
inski, Mrs, Dziembroski added, knew Mos- 
kovitch very well. 

When the woman and her husband 
reached the jail the two men were taken 
from their cells and HMned up with a 
dozen other prisoners. Mrs. Dziembroski 
was then brought into the room, and 
without hesitation picked out Kusinski 
from the group, remarking at the same 
time: 

“Why, Julian, what are you doing 
here?” 

“The police arrested me without cause 
and brought me here,” he replied. 

Mrs. Dziembroski was unapie, however, 


to identify Borkowosk!i. After Mrs. 
Dziembroski had left the room her hus- 
band was brought in and quickly recog- 
nized Kusinski as his cousin. 

Mrs. Dziembroski told Capt. Alonocle 
that the last time she had seen Kusinski 
was last Christmas, when he went to join 
his wife and two children in Glenville, 
Conn. The family formerly lived 
Greenpoint. 

Kusinski is very well acquainted with 
the district where the woman's body was 
found, having been employed in the oil 
works on Whale Creek several years ago. 

Kusinski and Borkowoski will be ar- 
raigned Wednesday in the Manhattan 
Avenue Police Court on a technical charge 
of vagrancy.

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FIRST PUBLIC FLIGHT 
MADE BY FARMAN 


Drives His Aeroplane 700 Yards 
in 40 Seconds at Brighton 
Race Track. 


SMALL CROWD ON HAND 


But They Wait Three Hours to See 
Him—He Moves a Cow Out 
of the Way. ; 


Henry Farman made his first public 
flight in his aeroplane yesterday at the 
Brighton Beach race track. Starting at 
the east end of the inclosure, a short 
distance beyond the clubhouse, he flew in 
a straight line almost to the Ocean Park- 
way fence at the other end of the grounds, 
a distance of about 700 yards. During the 
flight he maintained a speed of from 30 
to 35 miles an hour, at no time pushing 
his motor to its limit, and reached a 
maximum height of 16 feet soon after the 
start. After that he fell gradually to a 
height of about 10 feet, and then landed 
easily and gracefully on the rubber-tired 
wheels underneath the planes of his 
machine, He was in the air forty seconds 
in all. 

Because there was much doubt in the 
minds of the public as to whether Far- 
man would attempt a flight yesterday 
only a small crowd of about 1,000 people 
collected at the track, in striking con- 
trast to the 5,000 or more who were 
present Saturday and went away dis- 
appointed when Farman announced that 


a flight under the then existing condi- 
tions was impossible. People began to 
arrive yesterday as early as 8 o'clock, to 
find that no preparations had been made, 
apparently, for a flight. In fact, the 
crowd was kept waiting outside the gates 
until after 5 o'clock, when the appear- 
ance of Farman himself effectually dis- 
pelled all doubt as to the attempt being 
made, 

The people trooped into the inclosure, 
a bit exasperated by the long wait, and 
surrounded the canvas house where the 
aeroplane is kept. As the machine was 
being wheeled toward the field many 
persons crowded around and handled it 
curiously, taking advantage of the fact 
that there were no policemen present, the 
management evidently having decided 
earlier in the day that Farman would not 
try a public flight. 

Promptly at_6:30 Farman took his seat 
in the forward part of his machine. At a 
signal from him the mechanics stood to 
one side, the powerful motor began to 
whi furiously, and the aeroplane, balanc- 
ing for a moment like a great bird, sud- 
denly shot_up from the ground and sped 
through the air straight by the grand 
stands, a thundering cheer from the crowd 
accompanying it throughout its course. 

Almost as soon as Farman had landed 
at the other end of the field he was com- 

| patos surrounded by a throng which 

ad rushed down the field after him. 
Rousing cheers were given as he alighted. 
As he walked over the field the cheering 
continued, while those pressing about the 
aeronaut engaged him in informal con- 
versation. 

As he reached the grand stand he was 
joined by his wife, who had witnessed the 
flight. Then Farman was taken to the 
judges’ stand and formally introduced to 
the crowd, which again cheered him 
lustily. 

“The flight was quite satisfactory in 
every way,” the aeronaut said to a Timps 
reporter. ‘‘As the wind was a westerly 
one, blowing at the rate of only five miles 
an hour, it not only gave me no trouble, 
but enabled me to fly over the best part 
of the grounds. In other parts there are 
ditches likely to render a landing dan- 
gerous.”’ 

Farman expects to repeat his flight 
weather permitting, every day until 
Aug. 15.

International Cup Race To-day 
at Huntington May Produce 
World’s Records, 


."S FINE RUN 


DAIMLER 


English Boat Averages Close to Thirty 
Nautical Miles an Hour—Dixie 
il, Hauled Out for Repairs. 


Indications were bright last night at 
Huntington, L. L, for the successful run- 
ning to-day of the international motor) 
boat club race, The water in the bay all 
day long was calm, and with a light) 
southwest wind in the evening everything | 
pointed to ideal conditions this afternoon. 


Not only were the members of the Motor 
Boat Club of America and the helmsmen 
of the competing boats pleased at this| 
favorable outlook, but the occurrences of 
the day aroused their enthusiasm to 
such an extent that the prediction was 
freely made that the fastest time ever 
made in the world by high-powered motor 
craft would be witnessed. in the 30-mile 
cup race, scheduled to start at 2:30 
o’ clock. 

The reason for this enthusiasm was the 
remarkable trial run —_ by Daimler 
II., Lord Howard de alden’s English 
boat, over the racing circuit. It is a 
triangular course, ten nautical miles 
around, and will be traversed three times 
in the race. Daimler II., steered by Dr. 
Albert G. Fentiman, made the first run 
over the circuit she has done since arriv- 
ing here last week with the English chal- 
lenger Wolseley-Siddeley, and while it 
was impossible to secure her accurate 
time, it was conservatively estimated that 
she was going close to thirty nautical 
miles an hour. 

Daimler Il.’s performance was all the 
more promising because this was the first 
time since her three eight-cylinder en- 

ines have been fitted in her hull that 
they have all been running perfectly, Even 
abroad she has had no opportunity of de- 
termining just what her speed might be 
under normal conditions, Her engines 
worked with perfect smoothness, and she 
was regarded last night as a very danger- 
ous rival of Wolseley-Siddeley, which has 
thus far ruled as favorite on past per- 
formances for the cup. 

Capt. Noel Robbins did not take out | 
Wolseley-Siddeley, which is owned by the | 
Duke of Westminster. She is in perfect 
condition, and Capt. Robbins is confident | 
that she will equal her foreign record of a 
trifle over thirty nautical miles, about 
thirty-five statute miles. 

Dixie II., which is admitted to be Amer- 
ica’s best defender, was hauled out Gur-; 
ing the day, and two or three of her| 
seams tightened. It was found that she 
had become slightly strained in the heavy! 
water last Saturday, and was leaking a 
trifle. In the trial last week she didj| 
25.7 nautical miles, but her designer, Clin- | 
ton H. Crane, says that, over a mile, 
course she has shown ability to travel | 
at the rate of 36 statute miles. If she 
comes anywhere near tnis, it will make, 
her a most formidable rival for the cup. |

By | 
the deed of gift the race is limited to 
three entrants from a country. France, 
although expected to send entries, failed 
to do so, and after Wolseley-Siddeley 
challenged, Daimler II. entered as the sec- 
ond English boat. The Motorboat Club of | 
America has been disappointed in that/| 
many of the supposedly. new fast boats 
built to defend the cup failed to appear. 
The builders of them either failed to ap- 
preciate the importance of the race or, 
having other interests at stake, believed 
that a high-powered motorboat could be 
successfully turned out in a few weeks. 
As a result three or four of the boats for 
which great things were promised were 
far from being ready. 

Autowin II., the Boston boat which had 
to be rejected because her engines were 
not in running order, did succeed for the 
first time yesterday in making a few 
fast miles, and her owners are endeav- 
oring to arrange a match race with the 
English craft during tue week. The Eng- 
lish boats will be shipped home on Sat- 
urday.

It 
was passed with such savagery that the 
usual word “knowingly” was omitted, 
and the act described made punishable

with the devices of the wicked.

Referring to your letter of the 26th of 
February, I am sorry to inform you that 
the present time is anything but favora- 
ble for business. The system of Govern- 
ment (since 1899) of the present almost 
dictatorial ruling President, which is eco- 
nomically for the creation and afterward 
always for the annulment of monopolies, 
througn all kinds of’ subtleties, has 
very nearly ruined the country. The 
only ray of light on these dark days through 
which Venezuela struggles is the high price 
of cocoa; but this is ef course not suffi- 
cient to make the future of the Republic 
hopeful. 

A good part of the import and export trade 
in Venezuela is in the hands of Germans, 
who engage their employes in Europe, chief- 
ly at Hamburg. Th young men come 
out generally on a cortract for three years, 
after the expiration of which they either 
return, or, according to their fitness, get 
advancement: where they are. Firms also 
sometimes engage young men from this 
country, who are nearly all born here or 
come from Curacao, but they very seldom 
reach high places; it is of great importance 
to the German firms to have new and 
strong European employes in their offices, 
that their energy may never be dormant. 

I know personally nearly all the chiefs of 
the various large firms here, and I often 
speak with them concerning business. I 
do not believe, however, that you should 
entertain the idea, especially in the present 
circumstances, of placing young men from 
the Netherlands here. The firms are doing 
all they can to diminish expenses, and even 
the less prominnt houses, which formerly 
employed European or American help, now 
seek natives or young men from Curacao, 
who are satisfied with smaller salaries, al-

The Madonna and the City of Savannah

Atlantic liners arriving yesterday re- 
ported heavy weather outside.

Yesterday 
when her passengers landed they were 
enthusiastic over the behavior of the ves 
sel and complimented her skipper,

One Blue Law Lifted on Sunday, 
the Whole Town Revels 
in Cold Comfort. 


DRUG STORES ALL CROWDED 


Court Holds Up Famous Ordinance 
Pending Argument and Citizens 
Get Breath of Freedom. 


Lizzie Smith, familiarly spoken of on 
her native heath of Hast Orange, N. J., 
as ‘The Ice-Cream Wonder,” was the 
happiest girl in Essex County yesterday. 
For the druggists of the town had suc- 
ceeded in the week past in obtaining an 
injunction from Supreme Court Justice 
Gummere restraining the Mayor, City 
Council, and Police Department from en- 
forcing the now famous, or infamous, 
“blue-law"’ ordinance, as the good peo- 
ple of the town variously describe it, 
which forbids the sale on Sunday of about 
everything but newspapers, milk, and ice. 
The order of the court permitted the 
druggists to open up yesterday for the 
first time in several months, and young 
men and fair maidens fairly reveled all 


day long in ice-cream sodas and fruit 
sundaes. 


Charles B. Menagh, genial dispenser of 
castor oil, perfume, cigars, ice cream, and 
candy at the corner of North Park and 
Dodd Streets, was the hero of the oc- 
casion, for last Sunday, after conniving 
with his downtrodden conferrees, had he 
not boldly opened his emporium and under 
the very eyes of Chief of Police Bell sold 
a customer 10 cents’ worth of pepermint 
wafers, a glass of orange phosphate, and 
a ‘“‘twofer?’’ He had, indeed, nor had he 
flinched when seized by the arm of the 
law and haled before Recorder Frank 
Fort, son of the Governor of the State, 
who fined him $25. 

Thereupon the Amalgamated Mutual 
Association of Allied Drug Dealers had 
bravely stepped into the breach and laid 
their case before Justice Gummere, who | 
granted their plea for an injunction pend- 
ing argument on the constitutionality of 
the grievous ordinance, and thereupon 
was great rejoicing in East Orange. 

The ‘‘ Lizzie Smiths” are not the only 
persons in East Orange who have been 
vexed by the blue-law ordinance. Hardly 
a citizen, except a few Sunday school 
teachers and old foggies who don’t smoke 


or read magazines, sympathizes with the 
law as set forth by the City Council. he 
Mayor himself doesn’t like it, and vetoed | 
the ordinance, but it was wor ee over his 
head. And now it is even hinted that the 
Council itself would like to repeal its own 
ordinance, if it was not afraid of be- 
ing declared in contempt of court, the 
matter now being before the Supreme 
Court, or of being accused of catering 
weakly to the emands of its con- 
stituents, as no properly self-respecting 
City Father should evér be expected to 
do. 
The famous ordinance which the Coun- 
cil passed by a vote of 7 to 8 reads as 
follows: 


Be it ordained by the Mayor and City 
Council of East Orange, in the County of 
Essex: 

(1) That no person within the City of East 
Orange shall on the Christian Sabbath, 
commonly called Sunday, cry, show forth, 
or expose for sale, any wares, merchandise, 
fruit, herbs, materials, fish, goods, or chat- 
tels, or sell or barter or deliver the same; 
nor shall any person on the Christian Sab- 
bath use or permit any barber’s shop to be 
open for the transaction of business, or 
pursue therein the trade or business cus- 
tomarily carried on therein within the City 
of East Orange; provided, however, that 
nothing herein contatned shall make it un- 
lawful to sell and deliver newspapers, ice, 
and milk, or prohibiting the owner or pro- 
prietor of any drug store to expose for sale 
or to sell therein or therefrom any drug, 
medicine, or medicinal preparation or com- 
pound, or any article or thing used in the 

ractice of medicine or surgery; or prohibit- 
ng the serving of meals and victuals in 
hotels, boarding houses, lodging houses, and 
restaurants, 

(2) That no person within the City of Bast 
Orange shall on the Christian Sabbath, com- 
monly called Sunday, use or permit any real 
estate office to be open for the transaction 
of business. 

(3) Any person violating any of the pro- 
visions of thia ordinance shall upon convio- 
tion pay and forfeit a fine of $25. 

A week later the Mayor vetoed the 
document and a week after that it was) 
passed over his head.

ILL-SMELLING AUTOS BARRED: 


Hundreds of Machines Turned Back 
from Park Entrance. 


Three taxicabs which offended the olfac- 
tory organs of the Central Park Bicycle 
Corps sneaked by the guards and were 
speeding along the East Drive yesterday 
morning when a hue and cry went up, and 


half a dozen mounted policemen galloped | 


after the offenders. They were overtaken 
and the chauffeurs hustled off to the 
Yorkville Court, where a little later they 
were discharged by Magistrate Moss with 
a warning. 

Emil Violan of 242 West Thirty-sixth 
Street was one of the chauffeurs. He 
owns hig own taxicab, and had a couple 
of fares in it when arrested. He pleaded 
ignorance of the new regulations against 
running a smoky, foul-smelling auto- 
mobile, taxicab, or motor car through 
Central Park at any time, day or night. 
Another offender was Harry Schurd of 
115 East Fortieth Street, who is em- 
pores by one of the taxicab companies. 

e, too, said he had not heard about the 
new ordinance. 

The third chauffeur was Alfred Lorentz, 
who was driving a cab of the New York 
Taxicab Company. Policeman Murtha, 
who made the arrest, said the machine 
was ‘‘smoking like a chimney.” 

Although these were the only two gaso- 
line-propelled machines which got by the 
guards yesterday, there were hundreds 
which were ‘‘ shooed’’ away at the Park 
entrances. Lieut. Hefferon and thirty 
mounted policemen were on hand from 
early morning until midnight, and they 
did their best to keep chauffeurs from 
violating the new rule. Hundreds of ma- 
chines, some public, some private, would 
have entered had it not been for the 
warnings of the mounted men. All who 
were stopped told the policemen that they 
had not heard of the new rule. 

Some of those who were halted at the 
entrances and turned back were inclined 
to take offense at the insinuation that 
their automobiles were ill-smelling af- 
fairs. There were some heated argu- 
ments between such owners and the po- 
licemen, and several times Lieut. Hef- 
feron was called on to pass upon the ma- 
chine in question. In a few instances the 
machine under discussion was allowed to 
enter the Park. But in most instances 
the decision of the policeman who had 
halted the machine was upheld by the 
Lieutenant, 

But, tn spite of the large number of au- 
tomobiles which were turned back from 

e Park, there were large numbers of 
motor cars to be seen on the Park drives 
yesterday. They did not leave an odor 
of gasoline, however, and did not come 
in the nuisance class. 

“This new ruling of the Park Commis- 
sioners will have the effect of a boom in 
the automobile business,”’ said one of the 

ark policemen yesterday. ‘‘ There are 
ots of owners of old, out-of-date ma- 
chines, which reek of gasoline and which 
exhaust smoke and vile smells, who will 
now have to part with the old machines 
and get new ones. Most every owner of 
an automobile in town wants to run 
through the park when he goes out. Some 
of these old machines ought to have been 
sent to the scrap heap long ago. 

“Then there are the Seeing New York } 
car people. They will have to put on 
some better machines, for they could not 
give tourists the worth of their money 
without taking them through the park.” 

The park authorities say that the smell 
which many of the automobiles emit is 
entirely a needless nuisance, and that it 
usually arises from the fact that the 
mechanicians allow the lubricating oil 
to leak. This can be easily prevented. 
The leaking oil, coming into contact with 
the heated part of the machine, sends 
out an odor which is far from pleasant. 

On Saturday, seventeen chauffeurs, 
three of them operating sight-seeing au- 
tomobiles, were arrested. Eleven were 
discharged with a reprimand. 

Six who were arrested after the Magis- 
trate had adjourned court for the day, 
were in Yorkville Court yesterday and 
had their cases adjourned until to-day. 
Magistrate Moss announced that if the 
Park Department could not furnish more 
evidence to-day than had been produced 
in the cases of the men who had been 
discharged, that he would dismiss all the 
cases before him. 


ROBBED BY A CAVE GANG. 


Boys with Headquarters In Ruins of 
Jones’s Wood Hold Up Others. 


At the foot of East Seventy-first Street, 
on the East River, stands the ruins of 
Jones’s Woods, an old-time pleasure 
ground, which was burned down about 
fourteen years ago.

PUBLIG WAKING UP 
T0 COCAINE MENACE 


Drug Sold in Nostrums Respon- 
sible for Many Victims, 
Says Dr. Young. 


GLAD THE LAITY IS AROUSED 


Reputable Physicians and Medical So- 
cleties Have Long Been 
Fighting the Evil. 


Dr. John Van Doren Young, Secretary 
of the County Medical Society, in com- 
menting upon the exposition of the co- 
caine menace in yesterday's TIMES, says: 

“It is gratifying to the medical profes- 
sion and to the Medical Society of the 
County of New York that the public press 
and laity are realizing that their efforts 
made in the past have been in the right 
direction and for the public weal. 

“The subject of drug habits and those 
addicted to their pse has for many years 
occupied the mind of medical men, but 
only within recent years has the laity 
given the subject attention, This is par- 
tially due, no doubt, to the recognition of 
the great evil, also in no small proportion 
to its increase. The protection of the 
simple minded and, those easily duped 
from the wiles of the drug charlatan and 
patent medicine vendor is usually a labor 
performed by the medical profession and 
by the medical societies, such as the Medi- 
cal Society of the County of New York, 
which has been engaged in this work for 
a period of 114 years. 

“This work, as performed by the medl- 
cal profession and by the societies, has 
been many times attributed to selfish and 
mercenary reasons, when in reality the 
efforts made were detrimental to the pro- 
fession and its financial interest, as the ills 
of the drug habitué are many, and if he 


happens to be possessed of this world’s 
goods, are a source of considerable income 
to the physician; also the system,once un- 
dermined by the drug habit, is very prone 
to any form of disease, again a source of 
financial benefit to the profession, so that 
it may be easily understood that this work 
is not carried on by the profession as a 
persecution of the vendor of drugs, but as 
a protection to the body politic. 

“There is little doubt that some onus 
belongs to the profession in the careless 
prescription of drugs liable to be habit- 
producing, and the careless use, especiaily 
of morphine, either by mouth or hypo- 
dermic, by some physicians is most repre- 
hensible. Cocaine is not so frequently 
prescribed, and, therefore, the cocaine 
habitué is most apt to learn his vicious 
habit through either the use of cocaine in 


|nose and throat work or by the use of 


some patent medicine ccntaining it. I 
remember when, as an interne at a hos- 
piatl some twenty years ago, one of the 
attending physicians brought in a sam- 
ple of cocaine, saying that it was the 
most wonderful drug he had ever kkown, 
as a few drops relieved une entirely of 
weariness and enabled one to keep at 
work indefinitely. Later, when one of 
my best medical friends lost everything, 
and gave up practice through being a 
slave to the drug, we learned that the re- 
lief of fatigue by the use of cocalne was 
most elusive and dangerous. ‘ 

“Now that a concerted effort is being 
made by the laity to protect the unwary 
from the dangers of drug habits, it is 
surely an epoch in the history of the ef- 
fort so long carried on by the medical 
profession alone, and it becomes neces- 
sary for the laity to understand now 
these things occur, and what are the dan- 
gers to which they are exposed, and how 
to avold rather than cure the evil, as the 
cure must of necessity be left entirely to 
the profession. Unquestionably the great- 
est step in advance was the Pure Food 
and Drug act of 1907, giving to the au- 
thorities the right to demand the for- 
mula of every preparation used. 

“There can be no question of the danger 
lurking in the use of a habit-forming drug 
without the knowledge of the user, be- 
cause, while a person is taking medicine 
for any reason, and is substituting or add- 
ing the ills of the drug-habit to his con- 
dition, the last state of that man is worse 
than the first. The innocent and ignorant 
formation of the drug-habit is the side of 
the question which appeals most to one 
interested in the work, and it is here, 
fortunately, that the most good can be 
done by the prevention of the sale of 
nostrums, and by a note of warning 
sounded by the public press. 

“The vicious user of a drug whose sole 
excuse is the seeking for new sensations, 
is a person who does not need protection, 
but rather restraint by law in order that 
he may not become a menace to the public 
weal and a care for the public charities. 
This branch of the work seems best car- 
ried on by the Board of Health in the 
various commonwealths, supported and 
alded by the public. 

‘“‘One who has seen the sufferings of a 
drug habitué without his ‘ dope’ can real- 
‘ze the temptation of even a legitimate 
pharmacist to relieve the suffering of 
such a person, esyfecially when that relief 
is coupled with financial benefit to him- 
self. This is far different than the aid- 
ing of new drug habitués, but in the law 
is rightly considered a crime. There are, 
| however, cases in which recovery from 
| these vicious habits is hopeless. These 

should be* confined in properly 
equipped institutions, where they can eke

“The only safe hands in which the pre- 
scribing and use of these drugs can be 
left is in those of the medical profession. 
‘They should*and must realize their re- 
| sponsibility, failing which they should be 
amenable to the law, but there can be 
little fear that the honest and earnest 
practitioner of medicine will in the course 
of his professional life ever make an 
unnecessary drug habitué. I use the word 

unnecessary’ advisedly, as there are 
cases, for instance of inoperable cancer, 
where the drug that will relieve the pain 
and suffering is the drug that should be 
used, and used freely.”

THE STEEL TRADE POSITION. 


Though Finished Iron and Steel Mar- 
ket Shows Improvement, Pig 
Iron Remains Weak.

PITTSBURG, Aug. 2.—While there is a 
| decided improvement in the finished iron 
and steel markets pig-iron prices have 
softened considerably auring the past 
week. Large furnace interests are en- 
deavoring to hold up prices and are 
quoting Bessemer at from $15 to $15.23, 
but this action did not prevent the sale of 
300 tons of standard Bessemer at $15.50, 
valley furnaces, the lowest price for over 
two years. Another lot of 800 tons also 
was sold at a record low price, It was 
not given out, but is said to have been 
$15.55. A number of sales of standard 
Bessemer were made within the past few 
days, and although they were for small 
lots, it Is doubtful if the maximum price 
was more than $15.75 at furnace, 
Foundry iron also came in for a stiff 
cut in the week’s transactions, and some 
sales of No. 2 were made ag low as $14.50, 
and it is reported that this rate can easily 
be duplicated on any desirable tonnage. 
The most important deal under negotia- 
tion at the close of the week was 8,000 
tons for the Standard Sanitary Manu- 
facturing Company for September and 
October delivery. Of this tonnage, 3,500 
tons are Southern iron for the Louisville 
plant, 500 tons of Virginia iron, and 
4,000 tons of valley iron for the Allegheny 
(Penn.) and New Brighton (Penn.) works. 
Several interests are bidding on this ton- 
nage, and it is understood the contract 
will be closed some time this week at a 
low price. While there is no positive in- 
formation on the subject, it is not likely 
that $14.50, valley furnaces, or $11.50, Bir- 
mingham, will be shaded. This contract, 
when placed, will not e8tablish the price 
of foundry iron for future delivery, as 
this consumer usually gets a special rate. 
One large interest sold two lots of 250 
tons each of No. 2 foundry for August 
delivery at $15 at furnace, and several 
small lots at $15.26. Another concern in 
one day sold 1,300 tons of different 
grades in small lots at the following 
prices: Bessemer, $15.75; malleable Besse- 
mer, $15, and No. 2 foundry at $14.75, 
all at valley furnaces. Basic iron is 
still quoted at $15, although it is known 
that one furnace has quoted below $14.75 
valley.

John Gilday of the Harlem District won 
the second annual test swim of the 
United States Life Saving Corps among 


the members of the third sub-district of | 


the Sixth District, from Hell Gate to the 


Beach, yesterday morning, a distance of 
about five and a half miles. There were 
twelve men who dived from the 100th 
Street pier, East River, when E. H. 


Seixas, Secretary of the Athletic League 
of the corps, fired his pistol, at 9:05 
o'clock. Among the survivors was Will- 
fam Bratton of the Harlem District, 
who, minus his right leg, gave an excel- 
lent exhibition of gameness, and when he 
left the water at the finish he was ap- 
parently as fresh ag when he started. 
Gilday clipped thirty seconds off his 
Captain’s, Smolenski, mark of last year. 
In fact, every man who finished, with 
the exception of young Bratton, eclipsed 
Capt. Smolenski’s record. 

While the conditions were perfect for a 
fast swim, the contestants were severely 
handicapped by the eddies in Hell Gate, 
but once free of these the other portion 
of the journey was comparatively easy. 
Lieut. Linnenkohl, who was second man 
to Wilkie’s Point, about two and three- 
quarter miles from the start, injured his 
shoulder blade and had to retire from the 
race. Capt. Milton Strauss of the York- 
ville District was swimming strong until 
he arrived at Ward's Island, when he 
was knocked against the rocks and 
brought ashore. J. Sweeney of the Sixty- 
fourth Street District, East River, made 
a gallant effort to reach the stakeboat, 
but when within fifty feet of the finish 
he stopped suddenly, and would have 
sunk but for the quickness of J. Hillman 
of the North Beach District, who kept 
his head above water until the arrival of 
Corps Surgeon Fiel 

M. Mogulsky of the Harlem Distric: 
was tossed by a strong eddy on Hog’s 
Back, in Hell Gate, but continued on and 
passed North Beach pler, when he waa 
forced to give up from exhaustion 200 
yards from the finish. L. Feldman, an- 
other Harlem District man, had to leave 
the race on account of cramps three 
miles from the start. 

The seven men who finished will have 
the privilege of representing the district 
in the annual endurance swim, to be held 
under the auspices of the volunteers, from 
Brooklyn Bridge to Coney Island, on 
Aug. 16.

WANTS TRACKS BACK 
IN ATLANTIC AVENUE 


Long Island Railroad Asks Con- 
sent of Utilities Board to Build 
an Overhead Trolley Line. 


BRINGS UP OLD FRANCHISE 


Declares That Putting Old Line Under- 
ground Did Not Forfeit Its 
Surface Right of Way. 


Now that the tracks of its steam rall- 
road, which has recently been electrified, 
have been placed under ground and over 
head along Atlantic Avénue, Brooklyn, the 
Long Island Railroad Company wants to 
build a surface line on the surface of the 
street and has made application to the 
Public Service Commission without men- 
tioning therein the matter of compensa- 
tion, obviously presuming that its old 
franchise gives it the right to build the 
line proposed, and that the granting of the 
permission asked for will be more or less 
of a formality. 

The application, now on file, recites in 
detail what the company proposes to do. 
In brief, the scheme is to build a surface 
line, with overhead ttolley wires from 
Flatbush Avenue to Shepard Avenue, & 
distance, roughly estimated, of four miles. 
There are to be turnouts where necessary 
to avoid the entrances to the tunnel, where 
the present tracks descend from the ele- 
vated structure. In the opening para- 
\graph of the application thé new tracks 
are referred to by the company as “two 
additional tracks on the surface of its 
right of way,”’ from which it appears that 
the company assumes the ownership of a 
right of way on the surface although its 
railroad tracks have been removed taere- 
Trom. 

Continuing, the Long Island Rallroad 
Company in its application recites at 
considerable length the history of the old 
franchise, from which it appears that the 
original grant was for a railroad from 
Greenport to the river's edge, and that 
the term was 250 years. It is claimed 
that this grant gave the company “ the 
perpetual use for rallroad purposes of the 
thirty-foot strip in the centre of this por- 
tion of said avenue,” the portion referred 
to being the greater length of the pro- 
posed route, and that. for the rest, a 
similar provision was made in the “ tri- 
partite agreement of 1855."’ 

On going into the history of the im- 
provement of Atlantic Avenue the com- 
pany asserts that the report of the com- 
mission appointed by the Mayor of Brook- 
lyn in 1896 was embodied in two bills 
which were presented to the Legislature. 
One of these bills, !t is claimed, “ pro- 


posed that there should be operated on 
the surface of the right of way vacated 
by this raisigg and depressing of the 
tracks a, passenger electric railroad to be 
operated by the Long Island, to replace 
its existing rene transit trains to Ja- 
maica.”’ This bill failed of passage twice, 
but, according to the company, 
became a law in 1899. 

Some action will probably be taken by 
the Public Service Commission on the ap- 
plication this week. The subject is an en- 
tirely new one to that board, and noth- 
ing will be done with it until a thorough 
investigation is had.

Sloan's statue around to-day. When the 
job is finished the statue will face half 
toward the ferry, ha}f toward the City of 
Hoboken, and wholly toward the Lacka- 
wanna Railroad station.

FEARED HE'D DROWN, TOO 


Neighbors from All Around Mourn the 
Loss of Big-Hearted Man—Leaves 
a Wife and Six. Children. 


“Jim” Farrell, winner of the blue rib- 
bon offered by the Society for the Pre- 
vention of Cruelty to Animals for the 
kindest and most careful driver of work 
horses in the City of New York, which 
ribbon was awarded to him after the 
work horse parade of May 30 last, was 
drowned in the Hudson River off Fifty- 
second Street yesterday afternoon while 
his ten-year-old son, Arthur, fought with 
all the strength in hig little body to save 
him. 

With his wife and six children Farrell 
lived in an apartment on the fourth floor 
of the tenement at 428 West Fifty-third 


Street, and last night the little parlor | 


was crowded with the neighbors, who 
as one pronounced “Jim” Farrell the 
finest, kindest-hearted fellow in all that 
section of the city, In that company that 
gathered around his bier was Father Chid- 
wick, the famous Chaplain of the old 
battleship Maine, who had known “ Jim”’ 
Farrell for years, and who declared that 
& more devout or a finer specimen of 
manhood than. Farrell did not live. 

Those who saw Farrell go down declare 
that he fought off his little boy, fearing 
that he would carry the Little fellow down 
with him. The boy, a bright little chap 
with plenty of the grit for which his 
father was noted, realized the predica- 
ment his big father was ijn, and, like his 
father, being an expert swimmer, he went 
to his aid and struggicd with all his 
might and main to keep him afloat, while 
the parent, stricken with cramps, threw 
him off time and time again, all the 
while begging him to swim for the shore, 

Robert Graham of 412 West Fifty-sixth 
Street was standing on the pier at the 
time, and when he saw that Farrell had 
been taken with cramps and that he was 
drowning, he threw off his coat and swam 


to the rescue. He got there just a mo- 
ment too late to save the father, but was

Two other boys, friends of and about 
the same age as Arthur, had gone in 
swimming with Farrell. They were Thom- 
as Fay of 519 West Fifty-second Street 
and Daniel Johnson of 429 West Fifty- 
first Street. They did what little they 
could, and were among the mourners in 
the Fifty-third Street flat last night. 

Graham, when he saw that Farrell had 
gene down for the last time, pushed the 
boys before him, and they were pulled 
ashore.
